With this act his sorrows com- 
menced for the next instant 
in deadly terror he had to flee 
for his Life. The damsel, in 
pitiable accents, had cried out for 
help. her cries reaching the ears 
of several of her sisters. who 
also Ww engaged with zest 
They made for 
for the coolie and their war-like 
attitude put the spirit of fear 
inte himso that he had to release 
his beloved one and flee. 


The unlucky gallant was not 
allowed tb depart in peace. He, 
was pursued by half-a-dozea 
amazons who thirsted for his 
sgalo. Another moment and with 
adespairing yell he was caught 
‘by one of them. He had occasion 
to appreciate the strength of her 
arm, It held him like a vice and 
did not lose. its hold until the 
arrival of a policeman.

CHURCH NOTES. 
ST. JOHN'S CATHEDRAL 
ITENS. 


From Church Notes, the. St. 
John's Cathedral magazine, we 
take the following itemai— | 

The Bishop’sResiguation.—The 
announcement of the Bishop of 
Victoria .at the annizal. meeting 
of seatholders and subscribers 
that he was about to resign the 
bishopric came as an unpleasant 
surprise to many. During his 
‘thirteen years in the diocese, 
Bishop -Lander, snd = Mrs. 
Lander and their family 
have endeared themselves to 
very many and the severance of 
their connection with the diocese ( 
will'be felt asa great blow. The 
Bishop said. he would probably be 
leaving at the beginning of May 
and would attend the Lambeth 
Conference as Bishop of Victoria 
and that his resignation would 
take effect from the end 
of July. He asked for 
prayers that a wise choice 
might be made of his successor. 
It is important .to.remember" that 
the officist income of the Bishop 
of this diocese, is £1,000 a year 
paid in sterling, and therefore at 
the present rate of exchange it is 
less than $300 a month. This is 
certainly not enough to support 
a Bishop and pay the expenses 
of visiting his vast diocese, and 
itishardly likely that anyone will 
be able to to accept the post unless 
something is done to make the 
stipend less ridiculously inede-. 
quate. We church people of 
Hongkong can hardly expect to 
find a Bishop willing to pay out 
of his own pocket for the pri- 
vilege of being our Bishop, and 
if we are anxious to havé a Bis- 
hop-here something will have to 
be done to provide him:with @ 
living wage, and a suitable bouse. 

The Cathedral Hall.—Since last 
month the subjoinéd-‘samounts 
have been received for the new 
Hall. We desire to thank all 
who have contributed, especially. 
the anonymous donor of the 
munificent sum of $20,000, 2 sum 
which has made it possible to 
hurry on.the work. Mr. Leask 
has‘ received estimates for the 
Hall and the contract-of Lem 
Woo has been accepted for 
$35,000. This does not include 
furnishing or fittings so that at 
least $40,000 will be required,

wes very strikingly borne home to us that ifthe exhibition of crimes 
of violence on films is bad, then even more so must be the displaying 
of huge pictorial posters on which’ acts of crime are depicted. 
Films have a much lesser publicity than the posters one can see in 
many parts of the City, especially outside the picture houses. We 
have in mind a poster we saw on Saturday in one of the principal 
thoroughfares of the City on which was shown 2 woman holding a 
pevolvet against a man’s chest and she was tragically pointing the 
while to an office table, demanding that the man should put back 


some money he had obviously taken. 


The picturo’is worthy of a little more than passing notice as 


being objectionable. One has to consider those 


who see such 


a picture and what js the effect on their minds. Take the ordinary 
uneducated Chinese of poor means—the man whose moral code 
would never deter him from being dishonest or even a danger- 
ous criminal if and when: opportunity presented itselfv He doesn’t 
see the film, but he sees the picture of a woman, regarding whom 
he shares the national contempt for the sex, holding up a man with 
ge revolver and having her way. if not by violence certainly by 


armed force. 


If a mere woman can do that, there isn’t much to 


stand in hisway. By being a man, he was born better than any 
woman: That is just a supposition of the kind of reatoning he 
would be likely to indulge in, and itis a reasoning that could pro- 
duce very harmful effects. The Government's reply to Mr. Pollock 
was that it -would be difficult to suppress all films that depicted 


crimes of violence as mere subsidiary incidents in long serials, but} 


the censoring authorities had been requested to give careful 
attention to the matter and in. particular to prohibit films in which 
crimes of yiolence and the use of firearms by evil- doers form the 
chief attraction. The whole paint missed is that even when “crimes 
of violence are mere subsidiary incidents in long serials ” they. are 
emphasised on posters for the attraction of patrons. It may be that 
’ ‘the poster which we saw on Saturday, had reference toa pictdre that 
‘was in the main in every way unobjectionable, but the incident from 
it, as depicted and emphasised on a lurid poster, might well give one 


the impression thet it was essentially a criminal 


film.
